Fifty Thousand People Suffer 
From the Malady in New 
York. 


The President of the Board of 
Health Prostrated by It. 


A ‘Prominent Boston Banker Dies of the 
Disease This Morning. 


| Panicky Feeling Over Its Rapid Spread in 


Paris—Minister De Freycinet Growing 
Worse—The Queen of Portugal a Suf- 
ferer—Twenty-five Thousand Cases Re- 
ported Boston—Senator Ingalls 
Quick Recovery—The Influenza Has Not 
Vet Made Its Appearance in St. Louis— 
Interviews With Prominent Local Physi- 
cians—The Nature of the Malady Dis- 
cussed—Its Peculiar Symptons—Sugges- 
tions as to Treatment. 


New Tonk, Dec. 28.—The grippe ie officially 
ignored at Sanitary Headquarters. When the 
case of the Klamoth family, who were strick- 
en down with it, was reportea, Surgeon-Gen- 
eral Hamilton telegraphed from Wasbington 
asking for an Official verdict upon the 
report of the sanitary inspectors. 
Health Commissioner Bryant dictated 
a reply saying that there wat no evidence 
of the existence of the epidemic in this city.’’ 
The grip; bowever, has not ignored the health 
officials. President Wilson of the Board of 
Health is prostrated by it? Sanitary Superin- 
tendent Ewing is down with it,. and 
half the other officials of the 
department are suffering from it. 
Unofiicially, representatives of the Health 
Department say that probably fifty thousand 
people in New York are suffering from more 
or less severe attacks of influenza, but they 
refuse to give it official recognition. 

In all there are eighty-one members of the

to-day. 
A Hearing Postponed. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 28.—The members 
of the Waysand Means Committee were on 
hand promptly at 10 o’clock this morning and 
waited patiently foran hour for the appear 


ance of some one Interested in the refining of 
sugar and desirous of being heard on that 
subject. At 11 o’clock the committee was 
called to order and Mr. Flower stated that he 
was in 1 ofa telegram from J. E. 
Searles, Jr., Treasurer of the Sugar. Trust 
informing himthatthe gentleman who had 
intended to appear was suffering from ‘‘the 
grip, and asking thatthe hearing be post- 
poned. In secret session the committee ac- 
ceded to this request and will accord a hearing 
to the sugar refiners Janury 4, after the hear- 
ingson flax, hemp, jute and cotton gees:

Over 25,000 Cases in Boston. 


BOsTOoN, Dec. 28.—It is no exaggeration to 
say that in and around Boston there are 25,000 
cases. of La Grippe. A new line of 
street cars which was to have been 


opened to-day is not running, as the 
company has not enough men to 
run the cars in consequence of la grippe. 
A number of the city officials are victims of 
the malady, and at the House of Correction 
1388 of the 558 prisoners were laid off from reg 
ular work. One doctor reports twenty-eight 
cases. All the surrounding cities report a 
— ofthe epidemic. Sixty prisoners in 
the Salem Jail are afflicted, and Waiden City 
claims 1,000 cases. A colored man named 
Lewis, an inmate at the Consumptives’ Home, 
died yesterday of the malady. 


Alarm in Paris. 


PARIS, Dec. 26.—The number of deaths from 
influenza are increasing and the residents of 
the city are beginning to manifest a panicky 
feeling. The condition of M. de Freycinet, 


Minister of War, who is suffering from the 
disease, ls worse. Drs. Brouardel and Proust 
have been attacked and thelr condition is 
serious. 


Senator Ingalls Recovers. 


KANSAS City, Mo., Dec. 28.—A special to the 
Star from Atchison says, Senator Ingalis’ at- 
tack of ‘‘La Grippe,’’ though very severe, 


was of brief duration. He was able to be 
about to-day and will leave for Washington 
to-morrow night.

He ls a hypochondriac, how - 
ever, and bas all sorts of maladies in his im- 
agination. I found he was merely suffering 
from a cold. Numerous other people have 
called me here to be treated for ‘la grippe,’ 
but the es all turned out to be mere colds. 
While no doubt you will ind a number of peo- 
ple who imagine they have it, I do not think 
there is a genuine case of influenza 
inthe city. Itisan easy matter to tell the 
genuine disease, for it d accompanied b 
great depression both mentally and physi- 
cally and immediately strikes one as some- 
thing totally different from any cold with 
which they bave ever been affilcted. Evory 
epidemic, however, has tts forerunners in 
people who imagine tbey have the disease 
when they have not, There are an unusual 
number of colds heré now, but that arises 
from this weather, which has been very moist 
and deveptive. People get careless and take 
colds. A good frost and a cold, dry spell 
would reduce the number of colds.’’ 

HEALTH COMMISSIONER DUDLEY 
said he had not yet heard of any cases of in- 
fluenza in the city, although there might be 
some isolated cases. He said he thought the 
influenza was caused by the unusual 
state of the weather alloverthe world. Any 
sudden change in the temperature would be 
apt to cause an unusual feeling in a number 
of persons. He did nos anticipate any 
epidemic of influenza in St. uis, 
although, of course, it wo be impossible to 
say what might occur. The Board of Health 
had not yet taken any unusual precautions 
E an epidemic of influenza. 

r. Priest, Chief Dispensary Physician, 
said he had not heard of amy cases of influen- 
za. Inthe City Jail, where there are 130 pris- 
oners, no symptoms of the malady bave made 
their appearance, although he was on the 
lookout for anything of the kind. He said 
there had been no cases reported at the Dis- 
pensary, and thought if there 
was any influenza St. Louis, 
they would have a £case or two 
at the Dispensary.

THE DELMAR AVENUE FIGHT. 


Property Owners Take the Lindell Railway 
Co. Inte Court. 


The fight between residents on Delmar ave- 
nue and the Lindell Railway Co., concerning 
poles and wires for its overhead electric 
power system extension, has become some- 
what bitter. The fight that has been in the 
Municipal Assembiy for some months got 
into the courts this morning. Owners of 
property on Delmar avenue, between Grand 


and Vandeventer avenues, went into the Cir- 
cult Court not only to prevent the Lindell 
Railway from patting up the objectionable 
* and wires for change of motive power, 

ut to compell the railway company to tear 
up its tracks and get off the avenue. 

The petitioners are Ellis Wainwright, Bethia 
H. Drummond and her husband, James T. 
Drummond, A. L. Shapleigh and Bernard M. 
Verdin, who owa homes on Deimar avenue in 
the limite mentioned. They claim that James 
E. Kaime, David Kaime, Trusten Polk, Wm. 
T. Gay, James E. Munford and representa- 
tives of Peter L. Vandeventer, who owned the 
adjoining property, agreed in 1871 to make a 
street there. Those who owned onthe north 
side gave thirty-five feet and those on the 
south side gave forty feet, making a street 
seventy-five feet widg. 

The city limit w then 660 feet west of 
Grand avenue, so part of the dedicated street 
lay tn the city and part in the county. The 
deed of dedication recorded July N, 1871, ao- 
cepted by the oity and the county, contains the 
provision, with the express reservation and 
condition that the said street, road and high- 
way shall never be used for a horse, steam or 
any other — * 

This condition is referred to in other parts 
of the deed, and the petitioners say that since 
January 1, 18%, the defendant railway has op- 
erated a horse railway on Delmar avenue, and 
that it now proposes to put up wires and 
poles. The court is asked to restrain the rail- 
way from the erection of such wires and poles 
and to make an order compelling the railway 
company to take its tracks away from the av- 


enue. 

The Lindell Co. is now operating a part of 
its blue line (from Jefferson to Grand avenues 
on Choutean avenue) and an extension of its 
main line (from Vandeventer avenue on Fin- 
ney avenue to Taylor avenue and back to 
Vandeventer on Spring avenue) with electrio- 
ity, using an overhead system. It is seeking 
a franchise to run an electric line out Delmar 
anenue toward Forest Park and, it is under- 
stood, will, if permitted, use electricity on 
other parts of its lings. It has a power-house 
on Compton avenue and the Missouri Pacific 
ee which supplies all the power now

New YorK, Dec. 2%.—Unprecedented gales 
and hurricanes have been howling across the 
Atlantic during the past two weeks.

It was rumored yesterday that 
the State of Alabama hadac of dynamite, 
and hence the uneasy feeling for her safety. 
Her agents, however, say that this is not so. 
Not one of the other steamers reported over 
due is out long enough to warrant the exag- 
gerated reports about them.

This news caused a good deal of gossip, as 
Mr. Poolis well known on the Produce Ex- 
change and in down town business circles. The 
offices of the grain department are in the 
building owned by the New York Central Co. 
at the corner of Broadway and Beaver street, 
directly opposite the Produce Exchange, of 
which Mr. Pool its a member, and on 
the floor of which he is frequently 
seen. H. McK. Twombly, who married a 
daughter of Wm.

His new 
associate has already been selected. He is R. 
T. Douglass of the Western Transit Co., which 
is another department of the New York Cen- 
tralsyatem, and the gentieman will commence 
his duty January 1, getting Mr. Pool’s salary 
of $10,000, 

It was said that the reason of Mr. Pool’s 
misfortune was because of the rather peculiar 
way in which he disported himseif on the day 
of the marine parade at the Centennial cele- 
bration last May. Heon that day had charge 
of all the tug boats belonging to the New York 
Central line, As they formed quite a fleet by 
themselves Mr. Pool conceived the idea 
of rigging himself up as the admiral 
of the fleet. Admiral Porter, K. O. 
B., ofthe Pinafore fame, was not more 
gorgeously attired than was Mr. Pool on that 
morning when he stepped on the large tug 
boat, which was profusely decorated and 
which was to act as the flag ship of this par- 
ticular squadron. This boat had on board a 
large party of some of the high officials of the 
New York Central Co., andthey did not like 
this display on the part of Mr. Pool. 

Furthermore, it is said that they noticed 
that Mrs. Pool was not with her husband, 
who, however, bad a female companion 
whom none of the officers knew, and to whom 


he was assiduous in his attentions. When it 
was afterwards learned that he had sent his 
family on another boat there was a good deal 
of talk which reached the directors and first 
caused them to consider the idea of getting 
rid of Mr. Pool. , 

It was also said on the Produce Exehange, 
as another theory to acconnt for this action of 
the directors, that Mr. Pool had been violating 
arule ofthe company by speculating. Mr. 
Pool, according to these statements, had been 
caught speculating in wheat and this recalled 
an old story in which he was connected with 
the disastrous corner in this cereal which was 
engineered by Keen in 1883, and it was stated 
that some of Mr. Pool’s obligation losses in- 
curred when the corner broke were still un- 


paid. 

Still another story was that Mr. Pool, con- 
trary to custom, had been chartering 
canalboats. used in transporting grain 
to the eleva and vessels from 
a man named Onderdonk, instead of 
from the captain of the canalboats, 
and thie coming to the ears of the Vanderbilt 
officials did not please them. Mr. Pool was at 
his office yesterday but declined to talk about 
the matter. He seemed surprised to know 
that the information had been given to the 
vublic. Headmitted that he had tendered 
his resignation, to take effect January 1, at 
tne request of the directors of the company, 
but denied that he had been asked to resign 
because there were any charges against him, 
and declared that he had been positively as- 
sured by the directors thatno charges what- 
ever had been preferred.

lin's Criticism of His

The Mayor Talks About the Bin end Tells

Co.—Judge Laughlin Presents the Posi- 
tion of the Promotors—Gas Stocks 
Tumbling—Laclede Securities Drop This 
Afternoon—Some Holders Anticipate 
That the Mayor Will Sign the Bill.

views of the gase. One peculiar circumstance 
which is creating no little comment is that 
the Mayor has not referred to City Counselor 
Bell nor President Flad in the 
case at all. It has been his custom 
whenever a bill involving any legal points 
came up before him to request an opinion 
from the City Counselor so as to have the 
city’s legal representative in the case, and 
whenever there is any engineering voint in- 
volyed to call upon Col. Flad. In this case he 
has asked neither of these gentlemen for his 
opinion. The Council Committee thought it 
advisable to hear both of them, but the 
Mayor hasnot. He has no official knowledge 
of their opinions, and all he knows concern- 
ing their views has been obtained indirectly. 
Whether or not he will call upon them re- 
mains to be seen. This fact is brought 
forward by the opposition in argument 
to show that the Mayor will not sign the bill. 
because if he intended to sign it he would not 


be likely to put himself in the position of be- 
ing accused ofaction similar to that of the 
Council and having the charge brought that 
he was afraid to hear officially the opinions of 
Mr. Bell and Mr. Flad. 

To-day he heard no opiniong publicly and 
did not get to Lis office until after 
12 o’clock. The brief of Mr. McMillin was 
made public during the morning. It ls an ar- 
gument of some length based upon the idea 
that it would be unwise to allew another com- 
petitor inthe field of gas manufacture, as an 
increase in price would betheresult. Mr. 
McMillin gives the history of the gas business 
in St. Louis and comparative statements of 
that of other cities. 

WILL NOT DECIDE TO-DAY. 

The Mayor was seen and asked if he would 
say when a decision eould be looked for. He 
replied that he could not, bat he had until 
next Thursday -in which to decide, and 
he had not as yet read the briefs pre- 
sented to him. It was gathered from 
what he said that no decision would be ar- 
rived at this afternoon, and probably not be- 
fore Monday. When agked if he intended 
asking for opinions from City Counselor Bell 
or Col. Flad he said it depended entirely upon 
whether or not he struck anything in the bill 
too complicated for him to handle alone.

A GAS MAN'S VIEWS. 

President Emerson MeMiliin of the Laclede 
Co. pubmitted to Mayor Noonan a written 
brief, giving his reasons why he opposed the 
new billand pointing out some of the results 
which must follow if the bill becomes a law. 
The brief begins with the statement of the 
following reasons why the bill should not be 
signed: 

Another company would divide the bust 


ness. 
A division of the business would increase 


the cost of manufacture and result in higher 


prices. 

The Laclede Co, desires to extend its plant 
and reduce its prices. Another compauy 
would prevent this. 

Another company would not benefit the 
public, andit would therefore be unjust to 
injure and depreciate the value of one now 
established, which is largely owned by citi- 
zens. 

Arguing the points thus set out Mr. McMil- 
lin makes some statements which strike one 
very foreibiy. He saya that the new bill only 
provides for 200 miles of mains; the Laciede 
already has more than 300 miles, yet it is pro- 
posed by the projectors of the new company 
tosupply the same territory with more than 
one-third less. That the two companies 
would divide the business is sure, for in the 
competition which would arise each would be 
certain to meet any concessions made by the 
other to consumers, and merchants and 
residents could not be induced 
to go to the expense of making 
new house connections just to receive gas 
from another company, of the same quality, 
at the game price, measured by a meter exact- 
ly similar. The new eompany could not ob- 
tain more than one half of the business and 
both plants having about equal capacity, yet 
selling not more than half the makers would 
be put to a greater 


COST IN MANtIFACTURING 

than whenthey sold all they made. The leakage 
amounts to 15 percent now, but the less the 
quantity supplied to mains of great capacity, 
the greater the leakage, and on this account 
an unnecessary expense will be added. The 
price of gas in St. Louis has been steadily re- 
duced, not because of legisiation, but be- 
cause of the extension of the system, for 
the greater the system the cheaper the cost, 
since a main of acertain capacity can furnish 
a supply equal to its full capacity just as well as 
half that amount, and thus when there are 
many milesof mains connected with thou- 
sands of business houses and residences the 
gas can be supplied at a less cost than when 
there ate less miles of mains and fewer con- 
sumers. 

Speaking of municipal ownership of gas- 
works, Mr. McMillin cited the cases of the 
three principal cities in the country which had 

rovided their own works, Philadelphia, 

ichmond, Va., and Wheeling, W. Va. 
Wheeling has not succeeded in making its gas- 
works self-supporting, ahd has been unable 
to extend its system. In Richmond the 
works have about supported themselves, 
but outside aid has had to be called in for the 
extension of the plant. The gas works of 
Philadelphia has been the cause of more bood- 
ling and more corruption than the Tweed 
ring of New York ever practiced, and in addi- 
tion have cost the citizens hundreds of 
thousands ofdollars. They owe the city a 
debt of over $3,000,000, but five years ago they 
had a cash working fund of $600,000. Every 
year since then they have . 


HAD A DEFICIT 

of about $100,000, a total in the five years of 
$503 , 109. 03. The Laclede Co. furnishes 
gas to ite consumers at $1.25, less 
5 per cent, making the net cost a frac- 
tion over $1.18. The cost in Philadelphia 
for the past five years has heen as follows: 
1884, $1.09; 1885, $1.08; 1886, $1.06; 1887, three 
months, $1.20; 1887, nine months, 97 cents; 
1888, 91 cents. FN the city has a sur- 
plus of about $500,000, but where did it come 
from? Thecity called upon a private corpo- 
ration to put up and operate auxiliary works, 
and that private corporation is now selling to 
the city 1,000,000,000 per annum, and the sur- 
plus was made there in spite of a deficit 
in the city works. Mr. McMillin points 
to these facts to show that gas- 
works owned by cities are not 
profitable. He mentions that in Columbus, 
O., acity about the same size as Richmond, 
Va., having works of about the same capacity. 
The private corporation which operates them 
pays to its stockholders $50,000 a year in diyi- 
dends and pays for its own extensions, 

In conclusion he makes a strong argument 
on the fact that some months ago, when Col. 
Flad drew up plans and specifications and 
called for bids, there was not a soiltary ro- 
sponse to the call all though the inducement 
offered them was 6 per cent, yet the Branham 
Co. is anxious to furnish money to build 
works for a return of only 5 per cent. 


a BIG DECLINE, 

This afternoon there was a big deeline in 
Laclede bonds on Third street. 

Mr. John H. Blessing of Gaylord, Blessing 
& Co., said this afternoon to a Post-DIsPaTcHu 
reporter: 

„There was great excitement on Third 
street this afternoon in consequence 
of the drop in Laclede Gas Co. 
bonds. They sold at 88 late this 
afternoon which is a big drop, as they origin- 
ally sold at 9%. The drop was undoubtedly 
caused by the new gas Dill, and the 
general sentiment of the street 
among the moneyed men is that 
Mayor Noonan wiilsignthe bili. This after- 
noon everyone wasrunning around trying to 
sell their securities, and a number of bonds 
were disposed of at 83.

Eight Negroes Taken From Jail 
and Killed by a Mob. 


The Sheriff Overpowered and 
Forced to Accompany the 
» Lynchers, 


Barnwell, an Interior South Carolina Vil- 
lage, the Scene of the Tragedy—Friends 
of the Victims Gethering in the Town and 
Serious Trouble Anticipated—The Gov- 
ernor Appealed to for Troops to Preserve 
the Peace—The Men so Summearily Exe- 
cuted Were Charged With Murder—A 
Cold-Blooded Triple Murder Committed 
Last Night at Mount Vernon, Mich.— 
Details of the Horrible Crime and Its 
Fitting Sequel. 


CHARLESTON, 8. C,, Dec, 28.—A mob of sev- 
eral hundred men raided the jail at Barnwell 
Court-house at2 o'clock this morning, over- 
powered the jailor and took out eight negro 
prisoners, charged with murder. These were 
Ripley Johnson and Mitchell Adams, charged 
with murdering a man named Hefferman, and 
six others charged with the murder of young 
Martin. The prisoners were taken out of town 
and shot to death. The jailer was tied and 
forced to accompany the lynchers. The whole 
thing was conducted in a very skilful manner, 
the citizens ot the town not knowing anything 
ebout it. A great many negroes are collected 
at the scene of the lynching and more trouble 
is anticipated. 

The Governor has been appealed to for 
troops to preserve the peace. 


Triple Murder in Michigan, 


DETROIT, Mich., Dec. 28.—A special from 
Rochester, Mich,, gays: A cold blooded triple 
murder was committed two miles north of 
Mount Vernon last night by Wm.

Killed his wife, his daughter and his grand- 
daughter. Major, who is about 50 years old 
and a well-to-do farmer, was in Romeo yes- 
terday and eame home cheerful. His daugh- 
ter, Mrs. Joseph Depew of Brandon, and ber 
Itttle daughter were visiting the house, and 
ee conversation with them the family re- 
red. 

The people were but fairly asleep when 
Major arose and began the work of slaughter. 
He took a revolver and shot his wife as she 
lay asleep, putting two bullets into her body 
and mertally wounding her. The noise of the 
shooting awakened the others, but the mur- 
derea did not hesitate. Springing into the 
apartment occupied by his daughter and her 
child he coolly fired a bullet at Mrs. Depew, 
and when it failed to killher he procured an 
ax and knocked out ber brains. 

Then he pulled his little granddaughter 
from beneath the bed clothing and with one 
biow of the ax split her head open, killing her 
instantly. 

Major then rushed into the room where his 
little son slept and looked about the bed for 
him. The little lad had crawled under the 
bed for safety. As he heard his father search- 
ing the room, he said: 

Are you going to kill me, too, papa?“ 

No, my son, replied the murderer. ‘‘Do 
not be afraid. Iwon’thurt you. When lam 
gone you get $150 whien I will leave you and 
divide it with your sister.’” 

Then he hastened from the house and up to 
the present nothing has been heard of him. 
It is believed, however, that he went to the 
neighboring forest and kllled himself and that 
his body will soon be found by the people 
who are searching for it. 

The boy gave o alarm as soon as he could 
and the neighbors found Mrs. Major still 
alive. She cannot survive, however. The 
other two were instantly kilied. 

Major’s body was to-day found in his barn. 
He had committed suicide by hanging.

“MAKING TROUBLE 


THE STORY OF HIS INFLUENCE * 
„br REPRESENTATIVE CLOHESY. 


He Says He Never Claimed That He En- 
gimeered the Defeat of the Meat In- 
Non Bill—Mr. Deering Says He Did 
and Appeals to Senator Kelly, Who 
Says the Talk Was Confidential.

Ex- Representative T. J. Olohesy has got 
himself into trouble talking about the m 
inspection bill and how he beat it in the State 
Senate. 

Since his return to Kansas City he has denied 
the interview with him published in the SuN- 
DAY Post-DiIsPaTcH of December 22, and also 
the story then printed as the one told by him 
on a Missouri Pacifictrain the previous Thurs- 
day night concerning the defeat of the meat 
inspection bill by the Senate at the last ses- 
sion of the Legislature, when he worked the 
wires and pulled of““ two Senators by 
United States Senator Cockrell’s influence. 

Mr. Clohesy was interviewed by the Kansas 
Oity Star, which prints the following as bis 
statement: 


Mr. Olohesy was found at his office this 
morning and questioned about the printed 
statements. He said he never made the state- 
ments attributed to him nor did he ever in- 
timate any such things. In a private con- 
versation with some gentlemen in the parior 
car, he said, the meat — — bill was dis- 
cussed and some one, Ben Deering, he thinks, 

rverted the conversation and told it toa 

O8T- DISPATCH man. 

„Anyway, said Mr. Clohesy, ‘‘I was run 
down by PostT-DISPATCH reporters. They 
tried very bard to get me to talk on the sub- 
ject, but I avoided all the conversation I 
could. The questions in the reported inter- 
view were asked, but I did not answer as re- 

orted. They not only asked the questions 

ut ans we them. I told them the storv told 
them was not true, and when they tried to 
make me fatner it by round about questions 
and found I wonld not answer to suit them, 
one tried to bluff me with threats. I told him 
I was not onthe stand, and did not have to 
ans wer questions asked. 

‘*I opposed the meat inspection bill and do 
not deny it. Thereported interviews with me 
bring the names of E. L. Martin and the 
Armours into the question and I dislixe that 
part of it more than any other. These men 
are gentiemen and personal friends of mine 
and have no business to be brought into a 
matter of this kind. I don’t care anythin 
about Senator Cockrell or Vest either for tha 
matter. I don’t blame Cockrell for saying the 
interview was false. It was, for I never said 
what was attributed to me. 

‘*Cockrell makes one funny break in his 
talk. Hesays: ‘Martin, Martin; I know no 
Martin.’ Rather a strange admission for «4 
Democratic Senator to make when E. L. Mar- 
tin of this city was a delegate-at-! e from 
the Statato the National Convention in 1888. 
Mr. Cockrell ought to brush up a little on 
politics.

it and seems to desire to make an issue I will 
say that the statements made in the Post- 
DISPATCH were absolutely and accurately cor- 
rect, and I will make affidavit that Mr. Olo- 
hesy did make them in my hearing and in the 
hearing of others on a train the Thursday 
night previous to their publication. Mr.

NOT ALCOHOLISH, 


The Death of Julius Schindler Due toa Fall 
7 From a Chair. 


The post mortem examination held yester- 
day afternoon by Dr. Charles A. Frank having 
developed the fact that the death of Julius 
Schindler was caused, not by alcoholism, but 
by a compression of the brain due to external 
violence, Coroner Frank decided to reopen 
the inquest, and accordingly examined four 


more witnesses in his office atthe Four Courts 
this morning. 

Schindler, it will be remembered, was the 
unfortunate pretzel vender whose mysterious 
death ina cell at the Soulard Street Station 
on Thursday night was reported in full in last 
evening’s POsT-DISPATCH. The deceased had 
in his short life of 27 years been a very bard 
drinker and it was but natural to suppose that 
death was due to excessive use of stimulants. 
It was noticed that his face 
and head were badly bruised, how- 
ever, and a post mortem examination 
was held with the above result. Officers 
Schmidt and Nugent of the Second District, 
who madethe arrest, swore positively that 
— had used no violence. They said they 
noticed the swolien and bloody condition of 
Schindler’s face when they picked him up, 
yet were used to seeing him in such a state 
and thought nothing of it, 

Henry Schubkegel, the saloonkeeper in 
whose place of business on South Broadway 
the deceased had last been seen before the 
arrest, swore that he had seen the man fall 
forward on his face from a chair while in an 
intoxicated condition. In this way he ac- 
counted for the bruises on Schindler’s face. 

The police officers, however, had said at the 
examination that the hangers-on at Schub- 
kegel's place were in the habit of making 
sport of the deceased, blacking his face with 
burnt cork and using him as an all-round 
buffoon. 

But the witnesses examined to-day corrob- 
orated Schubkegel’s testimony. Five young 
men, George Becker, Charles Schill, Louis 
Albright, Charles Liebig and Frank J. Koenig, 
swore that they were in Schubkegel’s saloon 
at the time he fell from the chair. They said 
he was all right before he fell but noticed 
blood flowing from his mouth and nose when 
they picked him up. A verdict in acoo ce 
with the above facts was rendered.

CLERGYMEN’S SALARIES. 


Ministers Poorly Paid, in Comparison. With 
Other Professional Men. 


No man who adopts a ministerial career can 
be justly charged with mercenary motives, 
for in no other profession is the monetery re- 
ward sosmall. There are, to be gure, afew 
instances of preacners who are paid large 
salaries for their seryices, but the rank anti 
file of the clergy receive hardly enough to 
maintain themselves respectably, writes John 
P. Ritter in Frank Leslie’s Weekly. The 
average salary paid to ministers in 
Protestant churches is less than $1,000 per 


annum. Prominent lawyers like Joseph H. 
Choate, Robert J. Ingersoll and Benjamin F. 
Butler make all the way from $75,000 to $125,000 
each year. Among physicians, Dr. Loomis 
earns from $650,000 to $60,000; Dr. Polk from 
Dr. Sayre about $60,000,

This will be 
apparent when we regard the churches under 
their direction from a purely financial stand- 
point. Trinity Jhurch corporation 
owns millions upon millions in 
real estate. Its annual income is 
nearly $800,000. The bulk of this vast sum is paid 
out in church work each year, and Dr. Morgan 
Dix, the rector, presides over its distribution.

SECRET POLITICAL CLUBS. 


Referring to the discovery of a secret 
society of Democratic politicians in Chi- 
cago the Herald of that city remarks that 
it proves that the citizens’ movement 
did not come a day too soon.

„this country; but when such a society 
assumes to actin the name of Democ- 
‘*racy it becomes something worse than a 
‘*‘blunder and akin to a crime.

The Democracy of Chicago is evidently 
just passing through the bitter experience 
which nearly wrecked the Democracy of 
St. Louis. There is but one aim of poli- 
ticians and, therefore, a secret society of 
politicians can have only one object and 
that is the grabbing of all the spoils which 
can be grabbed. It is invariably a 
combine formed for the purpose of 
securing the offives. The history of the 
Hendricks Association is a fair illustra- 
tion of all organizations of a similar na- 
ture. It was a club of office-holders and 
office-seekers, the members being bound 
by oaths of secrecy and allegiance to each 
other in the common interest of securing 
public pap. It was one of the elements 
which contributed in large measure to 
the defeat of Democracy here, So the 
Stranglers“ of Cincinnati nearly stran- 
gled the Republican party there. 

But in addition to saying that Democ- 
racy, orin fact any American political 
party, languishes under such conditions 
and thrives when they are absent, the 
Herald might have added that these 
political combines thrive only in secrecy. 
Publicity is death tothem. They cannot 
operate successfully except when the 
people are ignorant of their real purposes. 

The Hendricks Association became an 
impossibility as a spoils club when the 
PosT-DISPATCH exposed its membership, 
aims, methods and the grip it had upon 
the offices, The Stranglers of Cincinnati 
were defeated by exposure.

THE “ AH CHOO” EPIDEMIC. 

The Russian influenza which has swept 
Europe and is swooping down on America 
severely puzzles the medical scientists. 
They are searching earnestly among dis- 
ease germs, bacilliand atmospheric con- 
ditions for the cause of it. 

Of course no one can doubt that there is 
such a disease. The cable has described 
its effects on certain distinguished person- 
ages. A New York WoRLD reporter who 
was sent out to investigate it, like a good 
journalist caught it and brought back the 
evidence of its existence in his own irre- 
sistible tendency to sneeze. 

But why look among bacilli and such 
things for the cause of the affection? Is 
it not possible that it is not a disease in 
itself, but an affection of the nose and 
head which is in part sympathetic, aris- 
ing from the influence of the mind on the 
body and in part chronic, induced by an 
habitual derangement of the sneezing 
muscles? In other words, may it not be 
the physical manifestation of an intellec- 
tual fad,“ the logical consequence of 
the rage for Russian literature? 

It is well known that many Russian 
words and nearly all Russian names are 
in pronunciation the combination of 
several sneezes anda cough. The differ- 
ences in the words are denoted by the 
number of sneezes. So those persons 
who are addicted tothe Russian “cult,” 
having their minds constantly in a sneez- 
ing condition and their nasal organs con- 
stantly deranged by an attempt to sneeze, 
finally fall into a physical state of in- 
fluenza, Their heads also have a large, 
stuffed feeling, as in case of severe cold. 

Thus the Russian influenza is probably 
due entirely to the influence of TOLSTOI, 
DOSTIESKI, GOGOL, VERESTCHAGIN, KRa- 
POTKIN and GEORGE KENNAN’S articles 
about Siberian exile on the nervous sys- 
tem and the sneezing muscles. Perhaps 
nature is having her revenge and is play- 
ing a satirical game on the Russo-maniacs 
who delight to ‘tah choo’’ as a pastime by 
making them ‘‘ah choo” in earnest and 
turning their Russian jabber into sneez- 
ing spasms.

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FAST MAIL FOR THE WEST. 


A rumor that the postal department 
thinks of putting on a fast mail train for 
the Southwest to connect at Kansas City 
with the fast train which reaches that 
city from St. Louis at 11 a. m., evokes a 
protest from the Kansas City Journal,

Now, that is just what Kansas Olty doesn’t 
want and won't tolerate—to have St. Louis 
merchants put on a par in the matter ot cor- 
respondence with Kansas Ojty merchants in 
Kansas City’s territory. The fast mall train 
which this city wants is one leaving early in 
the morning, iong before the arrival of the 
Eastern mail. The Postmaster-General is 6 
business man, and he can appreciate Kansas 
City’s position. To hold Kansas City’s mall 
until the arrival of the mali from her com- 
mercial rival is gross injustice.

The Kansas City idea of forcing all rail- 
roads to break bulk and transfer freights 
there for her benefit is a village idea, and 
the postal department will hardly apply 
it to the mail service and force the whole 
Southern country to wait ten or twelve 
hours for its Eastern mail in order that 
one town may enjoy the imaginary ben- 
fit of sending out its mails that much 
ahead, 


In the hearing before the House Ways 
and Means Committee concerning the ef- 
fect of the coal and ore tariffs on iron and 
steel manufactures an important fact 
which in itself is the strongest argument 
that can be urged against protection was 
brought out. Mr. GeorGe TOBRY, repre- 
senting the iron and steel manufacturers 
of Massachusetts, favored the free im- 
portation of iron ore and coal, because he 
declared that the duty which is enriching 
the ore men of Pennsylvania is killing 
the manufacturers of New England and 
the Atlantic Coast. The chief point which 
inheres in the fact is the discrimination 
which injures one section or group of 
citizens to benefit another section or 
group of men. This is unconstitutional 
It is a wrong 
which is a necessary accompaniment ofa 
protective tariff.

That is the average 
ofmany Decembers. The mean temperature 
of this month will be between 51 deg, and 32 
deg. it a blizzard does not happen in about 
Monday. The normal has thus far been ex- 
coeded tA the mean ofthe month between 17 
deg. and 15 deg., and so it will go upon the 
record as the warmest December ever known 
in St. Louis. Heretofore the December bear- 
ing that distinction was that of 1877 when the 
normal was exceeded by the mean for the 
month 13.7 deg.

THE NEW BLACK WONDER 


GEORGE DIXON, THE COLORED FEATHER- 
WEIGHT, ANNIHILATES HORN BACKER. 


It Required Less Than Two Rounds to 
Knock Out the New Yorker—The Negro 
to Fight Champien Cal MoCarthy—Re- 
sult ofthe Racing at Clifton—Base Ball 
and Sporting News.

Dixon is 
a recent discovery. He came into prominence 
afew weeks ago by whipping Hugh Brennan 
in hollow style. Dave Blanchard, the Bos- 
ton millionaire who backed Jem Oarney 
against Jack McAuliffe and who was the man 
behind George La Blanche, the Marine, at the 
outset of the latter’s career, was so favorably 
impressed with the little negro’s style of 


immediately wrote Joe Early, the backer of 
Cal McCarthy, to make a match be- 
tween the 116-pound champion and Dixon. 
Early, however aid not think the 
colored youth had sufficient reputation to 
warrant him in matching McCarthy against 
him. He was willing, however, to match 
Eugene Hornbacker against Dixon, and 
agreed that in case the negro won he should 
be given a chance at McCarthy. The match 
between Hornbacker and Dixon was made 
about a week ago. It was for $250 a side and a 
purse of $500, the men to weigh 116 pounds 
each. As Hornbacker was unwilling to fight 
in Boston, and Dixon would not fight in New 
York, Connecticut was selected as neutral 
ground for the . battle. Both men 
were in excellent condition and while it was 
given out that the fight would not occur until 
the middle of next month, it was set for last 
night, the men needing little time for train- 
ing. It came off last night near New London, 
Conn. Dixon forced the fighting from the 
jump. He drove Hornbacker all over the ring 
and scored four clean knock-downs in the first 
round. The negro hit with terrible force for a 
man of his weight, and Hornbacker showed 
plainly hia severe punishment. He 
was very groggy when the round 
was ended and the rest of one minute before 
the opening ofthe second round did not re- 
vive him much. He was stupid when he 
came up tothe scratch. Although he made 
an attempt to rally and force the fighting he 
was powerless to do anything, and after 
— — bim about the ring for a minute 

ixon landed a stinging right-hander on his 
left cheek which knoched him out. The 
entire fight, including the intermission be- 
tween the rounds, lasted only five minutes. 
About one hundred and fifty men paid $10 
each to witness the set-to and 
the Boston contingent, who backed 
the negro, won heavily from the New Yorkers 
who had their money on Hornbacker. A well- 
known New York sporting man was referee. 
That Dixon is a foeman in every way worthy 
to meet champion Cal MoCarthz there can be 
no doubt. In fact, this battle of last night 
would indicate bim to be much the better man 
of the two. Hornbacker stood before Mc- 
Carthy for twenty-two hard-fought rounds 
and administered considerable punish- 
ment to the champion before he was 
finally conquered. The little New Jersey man 
is a great general in the ring, however, and 
Dixon will never be able to make the 
spectacle of him he did of Hornbacker last 
night even should the negro win the battle 
which is now certain to occur between them. 
McCarthy will probably let Dixon wind him- 
self before he starts to do any fighting. It is 
more than likely that the white man will be 
the favorite in the betting despite Dixon’s 
easy victory over Hornbacker. 


An Accident to Spokane. 


From the Courier-Journal, 

A great deal of anxiety was felt for several 
days at Churchill Downs during the week, and 
it was all caused by an accident to Spokane, 
which might have resuited disastrously. For 


several weeks the Montana horses have been 
in their winter quarters at the track in the 
saine stable they had last spring. Spokane is 
an object of much care and attention on the 
part of trainer, grooms and stable boys alike, 
and it hardly seems possible for the horse to 
get out of the stall, but he did. Last Tuesday 
he broke his halter, slipped out and tried his 
speed around the shed. He stepped on a lini- 
ment bottle and his off front foot was badly 
cut. The wound festered, the horse was rest- 
less, and it was thought blood poisoning 
would set in and permanently injure the 
horse. This danger was averted, however,

THE WASHINGTON UNIVERSITY. 


President Leighton’s Report on the Finane 
cial Condition of the Institution. 


George 8. Leighton, the President of the 
Board of Directors of the Washington Uni- 
versity, has submitted his annual report of 
the conaition of the inatitution, and it is a re- 
port that will not be read with pleasure by the 
people of St. Louis or the West. Mr. Leignton 
states the cuse very plainly, and says that for 
several years there has been a deficit in the 


income of the University, and for the oor 
of 1889-90 it will amount to 
estimated. The University has strug tied 
against a steadily increasing debt, and by 
the personal efforts of the members of the 
board, largely by their own generosity, the 
endowment was increased $240,000, and the 
deficit has been reduced nearly $26,000 in four 
years, still it amounts to more than $11,000 
and provision must be made for it or some 
portion of the work must be dropped. The 
present indebtedness, about $125,000, can be 
provided for from sale of unimproved prop- 
erty and resources pee subject toany special 
trust or use. Mr. hton says: 

„ have brought nc s subject to your atten- 
tion thus particularly because, in my judg- 
ment, it cannot be, and ought not to be 
evaded, ignored or postponed, nor even un- 
satisfactorily met. It should be met fairly, 
and however humiliating to us and to this city 
it may to abandon the advanced position 
which . Louis now occupies in educational 
affairs, there should be no flinching from the 
rom , unless that position can be maintained

HUNTINGTION’S NEW HOUSE. 


The Costly Structure to Be Erected on Fifth 
Avenue, New York. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIsPaTCcH. 

New York, Dec. 28.—Drawings were filed at 
the Building Bureau vesterday for a five-story 
residence for Collis P. Huntington, the rail- 
road magnate. The building will be a granite 
Plle of irregular shape, with large windows 
surmounted by heavily carved stone. Orna- 
mented chimneys will be a prominent feature 
oftheroof. The house is to stand on the 
southeast corner of Fifth avenue and Fifty- 
seventh street. It will have a frontage of 


sixty-two feet on the avenue, a depth of 162 
feet on the street and will be eighty-eight feet 
in height. The grand entrance or ‘‘central 
porch,’’ as the plans modestly express it, 
will be in the middle of the Fifty-seventh 
street face. The eight floors of the house 
will include the foundation floor, the cellar 
floor, basement floor (containing the drive- 
way) and first to fifth floors. On tbe 
fourth floor is a  drying-roof and 
on the fifith are the servants’ 
quarters, consisting of nearly a dozen apart- 
ments. The house wili have brick founda- 
tions and brick and tile roofs, and its archi- 
tectural effects will be heightened by a large 
oval topped conservatory jutting out from the 
rear end of the house, and also by a large 
octagon shaped tower on the avenue, running 
up from the basement. Ou the main floor 
this portion will contain the dining-room. 
Nearly abreast of the grand entrance will be a 
spiral staircase 28 feet in diameter through 
the principal floors of the house. The steps 
are each 8 feet long, very wide, and the 
raise from one step to another very easy. 

The rooms of the house. will be fitted and 
furnished in regal style. Many of them will 
be very large, and their decorations will be 
novel, and of course expensive.

A SELF-APPOINTED EEBPRESENTATIVE. 


There is likely to be quite a contest concern- 
ing the representatives who are to be sent to 
represent the cause of this city before the 
Senate Committee. This committee will meet 
on January 8, and the Chairman has notified 
the delegations from each of the cities desir- 
ing to secure the World's Fair that two repre- 
sentatives from each will be admitted to the 
meetings and will be allowed to state their case 
and to answer any objections that might 
be made by opponents. John B. Clark, ex- 
Cierk of the House & Representatives, sent a 
telegram last week asking that the Washing- 
ton Committee be informed as to the com- 
position of this committee. A chairman of 
one of the committees undertook to appoint 
the delegation, half of it consisting of him- 
self, and so telegraphed Mr. Clark.

the public to believe that disagreements ex- 
ist among the members of the St. Louis Com- 
mittee. This objection is regarded by others 
as insufficient in force to prevent the appoint- 
ment of a competent man, and a contest is 
by no means unlikely.

preparation showing in a graphic form the 
advantages of each site recommended.
